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TEE BAILWAYS' AW BILL. 



There is no province of the Dominion 
that needs railways more than British 
Cohinibia. Without them commaiiiea- 
tiou between cue part of the provinee 
and another is extremely difficult, and 
for purposes of trade almost impossible. 
They are absolutely necessary for the 
derelopmont of its natural resources. 
No matter how great the storca of pre- 
oioua melala thut lie hidden in tlie»iouu 
taiiiB of the country are tliey cannot be 
made available without railways. Brit- 
ish Columbia, it is confideotly asserted 
by many who are presumed to be well 
. ao^uaiuibd with its resources, is one ol 
the richest mining countries iu the 
world. But whiit j,'uod will its mineral 
wealth do iis inluiliU;vuta if the greater 
part of it is ulniust an iuaccessiblo as if it 
were ii^ the regions of the moon? 

How can the minerals which are hid- 
den in this iiiouMtuinoua country he 
reached ia the problem which tUf legis- 
lature of lliia province is trying to solve. 
Th« country in hu ge and iti population 
is small. Thu Guverumeut does not 
posaess the capital to open up , the pro- 
vince by nieuus of railways/ It has no 
money to give as subsidies to railway 
companies, and although there is 
plenty of land , the greater 
part of it is absolutely worth- 
less for agricultural or pastoral pur- 
poses. Even timber ia very scarce iu 
Urge tracts of country through which 
the. railroad must run. lb ia evident 
that unless the province can offer the 
railroad buililur a share of the minerals 
that may Ijb liiilJuu iu thu great areas of 
b*rren rock on the route of the railway 
hu will have no iuduceuieiit to construct 
it. This it what tlie Government have 
determined to do. They say, in efibcf, 
to the railroad men, "open up the 
country ; place the nold and silver 
which are now inaccessible within our 
reach and we will give you a share of 
the wealth which your roiiJ may be said 
to create." Ia this an unreasonable pro- 
position ? 

The gold and the silver are .now of no 
use to any oue, and will not be for huu- 
• dreds of years to come if they are not 
made avaiUblo by railroads, which it is 
admitted on all hands are not likely 
ever to be constructed by unaided pri- 
vate enterprise. Is it better for Briti.il 1 
Columbians to leave these regions uiide- 
yeloped for an indefinite period longer 
than to have them made to yield their 
wealth almost at oiico on condition 
of giving tliu liuildcra of tlie 
railroads a share of thu precious uietaU 
. that would never have been made avails 
able but for their aidt This ia the 
question for the Legislature to decide. 

\Ve see that up to this moment there 
are no two opinions in the Legislature 
on the subject. All the memburs, with- 
out a single exception, have given their 
adherence to the principle that it in 
to extend to the men who open up the 
country an interest in the gold and 8il< 
ver which they bring within the roach 
of the miller. Not a single voice was 
raised iu the Lcgisiutivc' Aa.iembly 
against the principle of the Railwaya 
Aid bill, when the motion was mads to 
read it a second time. 

In that Assembly are men who know 
the country well. They know whut the 
land is worth; they have a good idea 
what proportion of it is fitted for 
agricultural pui poaca and what propor- 
tion is 1j:u-c, bitneu rock. They know, 
too, how the cuiuitry is aullcring for 
»^ want of railroad accommodation, and 
they know the good which railways will 
do if cMtcrpriHing men can be induced 
to build them. Many of them, too, 
are, or have been, practical minors, and 
they know how auich tlic country 
loses for want of railways. It is 
very significant that not one of 
these miners and representatives of 
miners had a word to say against tiie 
principle of the bill introduced by the 
Leader of the Goveriinient. Thi;i fact 
of itself aflorda a lair proaumption that 
a practical solution of llic IJriliali Colinn- 
bia railway problem has been found. 

We are free to confess that under or- 
dinary circumstances granting a royalty 
to a railway company would be objec- 
tionable. Ihit ih(- circumatanccs of 
Britiah Colimibin air not ordinary. Any 
road that will be buili in this country 
fo! a loiiy wiiili^ L„ c;;n;i; u ill have to 
run througli a thinly peopled country, 
and it will necessarily be many years 
before the local trafBc will be large, 
and us wo have ahown, the choice is be- 
tween giving the railway companies a 
share of the jiroduct of the mines sunk 
on their liimla, or no lailwiiyB at all. Jf, 
for instance, the miiicr.s of Cariboo were 
ten or more years ago oll'cred llie alter- 
native of remaining aa they were with- 
out railways, or to pay a royalty of 
five per cent, for the railway ac- 
eomniodation they needed, which 
would they have chosrji ? 'i'hcic is no 
iiuestiou but they would have jumpeil 
at the offer of a railwayjit tliat jirico, 
and they would never have had rea- 
son to repent their ohoice. There arc 
many parts of the province in the same 
position aa Cariboo. It is this view nf 
the Kituiiliou that roconoiles practical 
minors who feel the want of railway ac- 
comniodiitiin to the royalty. 

Tberf«.^avo been changes made in the 
measure since it was introduced that 
take from it some features that were 
regarded as ol>jeclionalilo. In thu fit st 
place, the period fur which the royidty 
is granted has been made detinite. It 
is to exist for twenty-five years and no 
longer. The royalty ia not to bo re- 
quired until after the inine pays working 
expenses. It is explained lhat no mine 
alreudy existing, if it happens to be on 
railway land, ia subject W the royalty. 
The mining laws of the piovinro will be 
in force on railway landa aa well hh on 
Qovernment land, and the railway com- 



pany will not Vin alilo to dispossess any 
niinec who hi's complied wiih the pro- 
visions of those laws. Objection ia made 
to tho royalty because its payment will 
make the examination of tho books 
of tlie mining oompany necessary. 
VVe oaanot see why a com- 
pany that is doing a fair busi- 
ness and intends to deal honestly by 
the public can have any objection to 
having its booka open to the otticial 
auditor. This is a matter which will, 
we think, be easily compromised be- 
tween the mining company and the rail- 
way oompany. If the mining company 
which owes its (.'xiatunoe to tlic railway 
oompany does not object to the nmounl 
of the railway's share, a way can, with- 
out much difficulty, be found to get 
over the objections.' 

' What the people have to consider is, 
can the province afford to do without 
railways? If the Railways Aid Bill 
will give the province the railway ao- 
coinniodation it needs to develop its 
mineral resources will tho royalty, 
tvhich it imposes be too high a price for 
that boon? Tho question is one of 
great importance, and it should not bo 
answered without consideration and en- 



nuiry.
